POWHATAN'S LOVE FOR HIS DAUGHTER. 

A recent work, " Tni Romance and Tkaimidv 
OF Piosbir Life," by Agnstue Lynch Mason and 
John Clark Ridpath, from the publishing house of 
J one* Brothers & Co., Cincinnati, contains the fol- 
lowing thrilling incident in the life of the old 
Indian Emperor Powhatan, whose oldest daugter, 
Pocahontas, after ttie famous incident of her sav- 
ing the life of Captain John Smith, bad married 
an Englishman of the colony named Rolfe: 

" Such bane fits had flowed from the marriage 
of Pocahontas, that good Governor Dale, piously 
ascribing it to the Divine approval which rested 
on the conversion of the heathen, and reflecting 
that another daughter ot Powhatan would form 
an additional pledge ot peace, sent Haraar ami 
the intrepreter, Thomas Bav»ge, to Powhatan tor 
the purpose of securing another daughter for him- 
self. At the town ot Matchcat, farther up the river 
than Werowocomoco, from which the emperor bad 
removed on account of the proximity of the English, 
the visitors were received, The emperor teemed 
glad to see Savage, and invited him to bis house. 
After a nipe of tobacco had been passed around, 
Powhatan inquired anxiously about his daughter's 
welfare. ' her marriage, his unknown son, and bow 
tbey liked, lived, and loved together.' Hamor 
answered that, Kolte was very well, ' and hie 
daughter so well content that she would not 
change her life to return and live with him, where- 
at he laughed heartily, and said he was very glad 
of it.' 

" Powhatan then desired to know the reason ot 
the unexpected visit. Hamor said his message 
was private, and he desired no one to be present. 
The emperor at once ordered the room cleared 
of all except the inevitable pair of queens who sat 
on either side ot the monarch. As a propitiatory 
introduction to the subject, Hamor delivered a 
message ot ' love and peace,' cupplementini; it 
with presents ot coffee, beads, combe, fish-hooks, 
and knives, and a promise of the long-winhed for 
grindstone, whenever Powhatan would send for 
it Hamor then proceeded to speak of the great rep- 
utation for beauty and attractiveness which Pow- 
hatan's youngest daughter bore, of the desire of 
Pocahontas to have her sister's companionship, 
of Governor Dale's intention to remain permanent- 
ly in Virginia, ajid his desire, in case the young 
lady proved to be all that was reported of her, to 
make her his ' nearest companion, wife, and bed- 
fellow.' Such an alliance. Hamor represented, 
would be an honor to all concerned, and would 
form a new bond of alliance and friendship. 

" When Hamor had finished, the emperor 
gracefully ackowledged the compliment, but pro 
tested that his daughter had been three days mar- 
ried to one of his kings. Hamor replied that this 
was nothing, that the groom would readily 
relinquish her for the ample presents which Gov- 
ernor Dale would make, and farther, that the 
emperor might easily exert his authority to reclaim 
bis daughter on some pretext. To this base 
propisition the old monarch made an answer, of 
which the nobility and purity might have put 
to shame the brazen Hamor. He confessed that 
his real objection was the love he bore to bis 
daughter, who was dearer to him than bis own 
life ; that though he had many children, none de- 
lighted him as much as she ; that he could not 
live unless he saw her -very day during the tew 
remaining years ot his life, which he could not do 
it she went to live with the English, a? he was 
resolved never to put himself in their power by 
visiting them. He desired no other pledge ot 
friendship than the one already existing in the 
marriage of hie Pocahontas, unless she should die, 
in which case he would give up another child. 
Finally, he urged with vehement and pathetic elo- 
quence, ' I hold it not a brotherly part for your 
king to endeavor to bereave me of my two darl- 
ing children at once. Give him to understand 
that, it he bad no pledge at all, be need not mis- 
trust any injury from me or my people. There 
hath been already too much ot blood and war. Too 
many of my people and of bis have already fallen 
in mir st rile, ami by my occasion there shall never he 
any n.ore. I, who have power to perform it, have 
said it; no, not though I should have just occsh- 
ion offered, for I am now grown eld, and would 
gladly end my tew remaining day a iu peace and 

?uiet. Kven if the English should offer me injury 
would not resent it. My country is large enough, 
and I would remove myself farther Irom you. I 
hope this will give satisfaction to your king. He 
can not have my daughter. If be is not satisfied, 
I will move three days' journey farther from him, 
and never see Englishmen more." 

" His speech was ended. The barbarian's ball 
of state was silent. The council fire, un replenish 
ed, had burned low during the interview and the 
great crackling lugs lay reduced to a dull heap ot 
embers, tit symbol of the aged monarch who had 
just spoken ; within their midst still burned the 
glowing heart of tire, but more and more feebly, 
while over all the white and feathery ashes were 
weaving the shroud of death. Call him a savage, 
but rem em bee that hie shining love tor his daugh- 
ter only throws into darker shadow the infamous 
propisition of the civilized Englishman to tear 
away the three days' bride from , the arms of her 
Indian lover, and give her to a man who bad 
already a wife in England. Call him a barbarian, 
but forget not than when bis enemies hungered 
be bad given them food. When bis people were 
robbed, whipped, and imprisoned by the invaders 
of hie conn try, he only retaliated, and never failed 
to buy the peace to whir-h he was entitled without 
any compensation. Call him a heathen, but do 
not deny that when he said that, if the English 
should do him an injury, he would not resent it, 
but only move farther from them, be more nearly 
followed the rule of the Master, ot whom he 'was 
ignorent, than did the faithless, pilfering advent- 
urers at the fort, who rolled their eyes hea inward 
and called themselves Christians.'*'
